2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a 
judicially created doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy 
reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by 
a patent and to prevent possible harassment by multiple 
assignees. See In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed.

3. Claims 1-24 are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of double patenting over claims 1-24 of U. S. Patent 
No. 6,249,863 since the claims, if allowed, would improperly 
extend the "right to exclude" already granted in the patent. 

The subject matter claimed in the instant application is 
fully disclosed in the patent and is covered by the patent since 
the patent and the application are claiming common subject 
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matter, as follows: automatically loading an initialization file, 
detecting insertion of a storage media into a peripheral, 
checking the storage media for a file other than the 
initialization file, and starting up a process. 

Furthermore, there is no apparent reason why applicant was 
prevented from presenting claims corresponding to those of the 
instant application during prosecution of the application which 
matured into a patent. See In re Schneller, 397 F.2d 350, 158 
USPQ 210 (CCPA 1968). See also MPEP § 804. 

4. Claims 9-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 9 line 3 it is not clear where checking is done for 
the file of a predetermined name. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. No copies have 
been provided since this art was cited in the parent or related 
cases and applicant should have copies.
